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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 14 and 16 have been cancelled . 
Claims pending 1-13 and 15. 

The rejection on claims 13-16 under 35 USC 112 still stands on claims 13 and 15, since claims 
14 and 16 have been cancelled. 

Claim 13 recites numerous agents without specifying the specific compounds. It is a reach 
through claim since it compasses any and all agents some of which may not be known as yet 
but later be known to have the same effect. 

Claim 15 recites feeding disorder , psychiatric disorder , intestinal dysfunction. This is unclear 
for example feeding disorder can include loss in appetite or over eating . These are two opposite 
disorders and cannot be treatable by the same drug.! 
Thus the rejection still stands.
